First  and  second 
PRIZES,  and  the  American  Gladiolus  Society’s 
BLUE  RIBBON  in  the  seedling  class,  at  their  1925 
Show,  and  refused  an  offer  of  $75.00  for  a  bulb 
of  one  of  these  prize  winners.
